1. (S/STD/NF) On 27 June 1990, two remote viewing sessions were 
conducted to deter mine the curr ent location of a target vessel 
identified as the Efforts were made to determine 

the presence of illegal drugs aboard ship and to determine the 
ultimate destination of the illegal drugs. 


2. (S/STD/NF) Remote Viewer 025 perceived the target vessel as 
being located at geographical coordinates, 24°N/72°W; illegal 
drugs were aboard ship; they were stored in an area of boxes and 
chewing gum. 


3. (S/STD/NF) Viewer 052 perceived the target vessel as being 
located off the southern coast of Puerto Rico, ’’near Ponce,” at 
geographical coordinates, 17°45'N/66 0 40 'W. The illegal drugs 
appeared to be cocaine, stored near (a cargo?) of peanuts and 
peanut butter. 


4. (S/STD/NF) This target was assumedly the subject of a SUN 
STREAK collection effort in Key West, Florida. 
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
